Art, 7, Tochoose aroad commissioner for the ensuing - 
year and vote salary,

Art, 9, Tosee what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for common schools and for high school purposes 
for the ensuing year. 

Art, 10. To see what disposal the town will vote to 
make of any money received of the Federal Reserve during 
the present fiscal year, This money must be used for 
schools or roads to comply with the law. 

Art, 11, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for the repairs of roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year, 

Art, 12. Tosee whatsum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of the poor for the ensuing year,

Art. 17, Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for electric lights, 


Art. 18. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$20.00 for public health nursing in Stow, said sum to be 
expended by the Maine Dept. of Health and Welfare, Bur- 
eau of Health, for local service.

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Report Of Public Health Nurse 


STOW - 1966 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff of the 
State Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Pub- 
lic Health Nursing. The primary purpose of publichealth 
nursing is to provide generalized service to people in their 
home, school and community. This is accomplished by 
cooperating with physicians, town officials, school person- 
nel and community groups in developing health services 
and programs; teaching health to individuals and families 
in their homes to prevent illness, and to promote health 
and correction of defects. Follow-up visits are made to 
clinic patients when indicated by medical recommend - 
ations, Liason between home, school and other commun- 
ity facilities is an important function of the public health 
nurse, 


Infant and preschool children of your community were 
invited to the Child Health Conferences at Lovell during 
the summer, Two infants attended and received a com- 
plete physical examination, In October the Lovell com- 
mittee held a measles clinic for preschool children but 
none attended from Stow. Measles is epidemic in two year 
cycles and the last big year was 1964, when 5 deaths in 
this state were attributed to its complications. One case 
can start an epidemic, To prevent this all children who 
have nothad measles should be vaccinated against the dis- 
ease, 


The vision testing program for three year old children 
which was initiated in 1964 by the Department of Health 
and Welfare, Division of Maternal and Child Health is con- 
tinuing. Any mother who wishes assistance with the test- 
ing may notify her public health nurse, Many vision pro- 
blems may be detected at this age and with treatment par- 
tial or total loss of vision may be prevented, 


Nursing services are available to people of all ages, 


The usual home visits have been made to discuss with 
parents the health problems of their family and to offer 
suggestions and help when indicated, 


Appreciation is expressed to all persons in the com- 
munity who have assisted in the public health nursing pro-

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Stow: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report 
_ as Superintendent of Schools, I wish to mention the good 
physical facilities and the fine equipment I have found in 
the schools where your children are attending, The fac- 
ulty and staff are in all cases working to meet the needs of 
the young people of your community. 

This Fall an evaluation of all teachers has. been made, 
The teachers have assisted in presenting their budget needs 
and are presently working on a curriculum study in the area 
of social studies. With their cooperation a Health Series 
has been incorporated in the course of study and is achiev- 
ing good results.

Next year two students will be graduation from second- 
ary school and three students will be entering. 


This year the 103rd Legislature is meeting to consider 
proposed school law changes which will have significant 
effect on the schools in your area, Recommendations to be 
considered are (1) that the per pupil allowance in the 
foundation program be increased from $255. to $320. per 
pupil, (2) that tuition expenditures be removed as a com- 
ponent of the foundation program and that subsidy for all 
units be computed based upon the average number of res- 
ident students on October Ist and April 1st of each school 
year, (3) each unit shall be supplied with the State's share 
of the foundation program dollars and any money unused 
by a unit in a given year must be credited to the next 
year's State aid, 
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The Joint School Committee of Union No. 19 has de- 
cided to discontinue further study on districting until legis- 
lative action has been completed as changes may be made 
in percentage costs for the respective towns forming a dis- 
trict, Nevertheless your school committee members have 
been working hard with the school committee members of 
Brownfield, Fryeburg, Lovell, Stoneham and Sweden on 
curriculum, housing and transportation, 


The curriculum committee reported to the full Union 
Boardon a proposed course of study for grades kindergarten 
through 12, 


The housing committee has presented three plans to be 
considered with projected costs of each, Plan I considers 
building a new junior-senior high school, Plan II proposes 
building anew junior high school and tuitioning secondary 
students as in the past. Plan III proposes (1) using the 
Charles A, Snow School in Fryeburg as the junior high. 
school for the areasince it has seven classrooms available, 
and to add an all-purpose room for use as a gym, cafe- 
teria and auditorium, (2) using the Brownfield Consoli- 
dated School as an elementary school for kindergarten 
through grade 6, one grade to a room, by converting the 
existing all-purpose room to two classrooms, adding two 
new classrooms, new kitchen, corridor, storage room and 
cafetorium, (3)using the Sadie F, Adams School at North 
Fryeburg as an elementary school for kindergarten through 
grade6, one grade to a room, adding on four classrooms, 
new kitchen and cafetorium, (4) building a new elemen- 
tary school of eight classrooms, kitchen and cafetorium in 
the vicinity of Center Lovell for kindergarten through 
grade 6, one grade toaroom, If Plan III should be accept- 
ed then secondary students would be tuitioned as in the 
past. 


I would like to urge each citizen of the Town of Stow 
to follow the legislative proposals as they affect your area 
and to study the progress of the districts that have been 
formed this past year in neighboring areas so that at some 
future time when a decision on districting has to be made 
you may make the best judgment for furthering the edu- 
cational opportunities for your children. 


May I thank the citizens for their interest in the school 
children and express my appreciation to the school com- 
mittee for their diligence and concern in promoting the 
best interests of the Stow students,

A mathematics curriculum study group has been form- 
ed this year for the purpose of recommending new text- 
books for use during the 1968-69school year, with the idea 
of improving the quality of the mathematics program and 
pupil achievement in this area, Instructors from Fryeburg 
Academy have accepted an invitation to participate, to 
better coordinate the elementary and secondary mathe- 
matics program, 

We are providing a Modern Math Course for our teach- 
ers this spring, through the University of Maine. Most of 
the teachers in the Union will be taking this course, 

The testing program has included the administration of 
tlle Iowa Tests of Basic Skills to pupils in grades 3-8, the 
Revised Stanford Achievement Test in grades 1-8 and the 
Differential Aptitude Tests in Grade 8, The new Otis Lennon 
Test of Mental Ability will be administered to pupilsin 
grades yne, four and seven in the fall of 1968, 

Districting 

This is the year that the towns in Union No, 19 have 
to vote on districting, The State law requires that each 
town has to vote every two years, Your committee has been 
working with the joint school committees of Union No, 19 
on Housing, Transportation and Curriculum,

ation which they have shown to me in the past two years 
and also express my appreciation to the School Committee 
for their diligence and concern in promoting the best in- 
terests of the Stow students,
